first put before the people oi Clcai field Countj much opposilon 
arose from different sections to the purposed spending1 of such 
a cokxssal sum of money on the loads oi oui County, regvmlless 
of the known fact that the State Highway Department intended 
upending two 01 thiee times that amount on the thiough State 
routes through our Countj. 


Friends ot the county road bond issue .successfully met .ill 


obiectons to the bond issue and Clearhcld County took her place. 
in the Ime of progiessne counties of the State by a two to one 
maionty when the election was held May 18th, 1920. As a le- 
sult of this \erdict in fa\oi of good loads Clearfielrl County, with- 
in the co,,,mg thiee yeais, will spend this million dollais on im- 
proved loads and we arc piomiscd uj)on the honor ol Ihphwa\ 
Commissioner Sadler and the County Commissioners that \\e will 
have at the end of that time at lea^t twenty to twenty-fhe milet 
of real, substantial, impio\ed loads. We aie satisfied that such 
will be the case. 


So far so good, but let us cast our e\c back along the tiacl 


of the past three jeais in Clearneld County road upkeep oi ic 
pair and let us see what has been done under piesent laws and 
conditions. How much money has been spent by the difleient 
toAfrnships under the Township Supervisor plan undei v,hkh \u 
are operating and how much improved or even passible load w e 
hayp throughout the County? The total expenditure by the dii- 
fetent townships we have at hand, the loads speak for themselves 
and the traveler <_an make his own decision as to them. 


There are thirtv townships in Clearfield Counb, with a total 


road mileage of approximatelv 1610 miles. Accoidmg to the i co- 
ord's at the Court House the Supervisors of these thnty town- 
ships have spent on the loads in their several bailiwicks a total 
of almost li not quite $725,000. This vast sum ot moncv wa- 
acquired as follows 
Fiom dncct taxation oi the citizens ol 


th'e icspcctive townships, $225,000. 
From the Commonwealth 


of Pennsylvania, $500,000. 


This stupendous amount, almott three quaiteis ol a million oi 


dotffars, has been frittered away haphazaidly on the loads of the 
different townships, wthout ihnme or reason generally, and in 
but very lew townships is it possible to see whcie any good has- 
been accomplished, while in manv cases there aie long shctches 
of township road wheie not a single pick has been stunk 01 one 
horn's woik done in all those thnt\-six months. 


Is it anv wondei ta\pa\crs in the districts affected aie crying 


out rigainst burdensome taxation, when thev get pi'actically no 
result fiom the money sunk in township loads each year. 
No 


wonder thoie is widespread sentiment against the picscnt town- 
ship supervisor system, without ^peaking disparagingly ol oui 
Supervisors generally, many oi whom aie able, capable men. Isn't 
it high time something should be done to stop this onormou-. 
yearly waste once foi all. Isn't it high time that Pennsylvania 
adopt a new s.vstem ot load building under which some real ie 
tuin could be secuicd toi the huge sum expended each jear? 


The township loads oi the county should all be undci one 


•head. That is, some Stale 01 central bodv should have charge 
of township load building to the end that a comprehensive plan 
or system should be woiked out and the loads built under the 
direction ol a competent cngmrei, w i t h each county divided mno 
districts which would place seveial townships together as a unit 
for (he pin pose oi minimising1 oveihead and machinery cost. 
Some such plan was intioduccd in the last legislatuie but met 
defeat. 
We tindcisfand Highwa\ Commissioner Sadler will pit- 


sent a lompiehensne plan, tmbiaung some ol the advantages 
mentioned in this aitiele, to the coining legislatmo and Cleartiekl
